NATIONALIZATION 


Subject by J. E. Arm- 
Against Conscience. 


Ottawa, Jan, 31—The delay in issu- 
ing the writ for the election in South 
Renfrew forméd the theme for a live. 
ly discussion in the house today. The 
question was brought up by Mr. Clark 
of Essex, one «# the leading Ontario 
Liberals, who in a jesting speech, 
scored the government keeping the 
constituency open for such a great 
length of time, or as he termed it, “de- 
priving South Rentrew of its just re- 
presentation in the house.'’ 

Mr. Clarke in the course of his criti. 
cism, criticized Hon, Dr, Reld and 
Hon, Frank Ccechrane, on vhose 
shoulders he threw the greater part 
of the blame for the delay which has 
occurred. He said the minister of 
railways should be the last person 
in the house to oppose Mr. Graham 
entering parliament. The present 
minister of railways has formed a 
commission to investigate the depart- 
ment formerly presided cver by sr, 
Graham and he thought it was oniy 
just and fair to the Liberal leader 
that he should be allowed to come 
in the house and defend himself. 

Premier Borden repli€d and styled 
Mr. Clark's effort “as excellent fool- 
ing.”’ He said that when seats were 
kept vacant for months at a time 
during the late government's adminis. 
tration ,the voice «af Mr, Clark wae 
never raised in eloquent protest. The 
prime minister read a list of conastitu- 
encies which during: the: late*restme 
had been kept open long and con- 
eluded by assuring the house that 
the writ would be issued at the pro- 
per time and as soon as it was possi- 
ble to do so, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier criticized Mr. 
Burden for departing from the exam- 
ples and ideals set for him by Sir John 
A. Macdonald, He said that if the 
prime minister had listened to the 
dictates of his conscience the writ 
would have been issued long ago, but 
that unfortunately there was a sinister 
influence behind him and he hearken- 
ed to the yoice of the serpent.

Cotd wea- 
ther is admitted as a partial excuse, 
but the lack of snow has made the 
right of way free from obstruction, 
and the complainants urge that faster 
time should be made, The Rat Por- 
tage Lumber Co., the Alsip Brick and 
Tile company, the Windatt Coa! and 
Wood company, the MacDonald com- 
pany, Ackland & Scws, and others are 
among the firms complaining. One 
of them says that on January 16 a 
car was loaded on the C, N. R. and 
for five days it was not handed toa 
the C. P. R. to be forwarded, and it 
is not yet out of Winnipeg.
